Referring to yours of the 5th of April, and to the question 
raised by you, whether the accounting officers of the Treasury 
Department would be satisfied with the powers conferred by Mr.

Express Companyfrom the mint at Philadelphia, I have to say that 
such powers should be conferred upon the agent at the mint di- 
-rectly by the company, by power of attorney for the specific 
purpose or acts authorized. 

In this matter I have consulted the First Comptroller, who 
decides as above indicated, on the ground that*Mr. Sedgwick is 
not authorized to appoint another to do that which he alone 1s 
authorized to do". 

As the office of the First Comptroller should be satisfied 
upon a technical matter of this sort, Mr. Fisher should be in-

Referring to yours of the 5th of April, and to the question raised by you, whether the 
accounting officers of the Treasury Department would be satisfied with the powers conferred by 
Mr. C.S. Sedgewick, general agent of the company, upon Mr. William S. Fisher, to receipt for 
moneys on the part of the United States Express Company from the mint at Philadelphia, I have 
to say that such powers should be conferred upon the agent at the mint directly by the company, 
by power of attorney for the specific purpose or acts authorized. 


In this matter I have consulted the First Comptroller, who decides as above indicated, on 
the ground that “Mr. Sedgwick is not authorized to appoint another to do that which he alone is 
authorized to do.” 


As the office of the First Comptroller should be satisfied upon a technical matter of this 
sort, Mr. Fisher should be instructed to qualify himself for the duties to which he has been 
assigned by the United States Express Company by a separate power of attorney.
